and several of his deputies were out 
in search of horse thieves southeast 
of Fort Sumner Saturday, Sheriff 
Perry 
recognized 
Cook 
at

glance, approaching the cabin, iä 
'vhich he was making his temporary 
ome,and quicker than a Hash Perry 
^ad his men had their Winchesters 
up, 
and Cook was so completely 
covered 
wdih 
the 
murderous-

guns, 
and 
so 
thor­ 
oughly 
surprised

^nize him, that he lost his nerve,and
